We have asked three 
Evening Telegraph newsmen, all 
college graduates of a few years 
ago. to tell of their experiences 
when they came to grips with the 
realities of the hard, hard world. 
Here's the first of their reactions: 


This is the time of year 


when dads, mothers, school

tion asking them: "What is 
the yardstick for success?" 


The question perhaps for the first 


time in their lives now has im- 
pressed itself upon these youths, 
because they are graduating from 
high schools across the nation. 
They've had a yardstick for their 
success up to now.

Whether they used it or not, 


they at least (subconsciously knew 
that it was a yardstick. 
They 


knew that their success until 
now has been measured easily, 
readily. All they had to do was 
glance at a report card, ls««tied 
to them every few weeks since 
they were 5 year* old. 
That yardstick is lost now. So 


they are looking for a new one. 
But they are finding that the new 
ones they are told of are not an 
»asily compiled or deciphered as 
the old yardstick. 
* • • 


Some are told that the new yard- 


utick they must use has units of 
work on it. The best yardstick of 
this type is the one that runs lo 
16-18 hours of work a day, they 
hear. 
. Others say that the best mea- 
sure is the number of clubs to 
which they belong of the '^ight 
kind." 


Still others, and we find our- 


•elves In this group, contend that 
they'll need several yardsticks in 
th« new life these graduates are 
entering. 


They'll need one of their old 


ones if they are going to con- 
tinue their formal education in 
college. But whether their plans 
Include college or the school of 
grass-roots 
experience 
they'll 


need more. • • • 
If college is not in their plans 


we can .only advise from a 'few 
years of experience received out- 
side of college classrooms. 
How- 


ever, that experience dictated the 
conclusion that a college educa- 
tion would make it easier to reach 
the goals we sought. 


This writer still holds to that 


conclusion after four years of col- 
lege followed by three years of 
on-the-job experience. We hold to 
the belief that college training 
makes it easier to learn which 
yardsticks are needed in this 
world, but that this knowledge 
also is available outside the 
classrooms of colleges and uni- 
%-ersities.

Such conclusion does not match 


conclusions of many educators and 
employers. 
They 
still 
have a 


simple yardstick to refer to—the 
yardstick which is marked off in 
college or university degrees. They 
hold to the belief that a man or 
woman with a I3A is necessarily 
more capable than one without, 
and those with master or doctor- 
ates are still more efficient and 
intelligent. 


It is our opinion that those- 


holding the latter belief do so be- 
cause they have never been cap- 
able of find the many other yard- 
sticks that exist by which sue- 
(.<«<»(—whatever your conception 
of success may be—must be mea- 
sured. Their sheepskin was fol- 
lowed by the declaration, "(Jee, 
I'm smart." 
They still hold to that observa- 


tion for all who have obtained de- 
crees.

those of intelligence, integrity, al- 
truism and equal units of idealism 
and realism. 


How do you obtain them?

President Warns Students: 
4Don't Join Book Burners' 


WASHINGTON—</P>—President Eisenhower, speaking out against 


vthe book burners," declared Sunday that Americans must fight Com- 
munism "with something better, not try to conceal the thinking of our 
own people." 


Eisenhower 
named no names, 


but his statement recalled the de 
mand by Sen. McCarthy (R-Wis) 
acceded to by the State Depart- 
ment, that the government with- 
draw from its overseas libraries 
books by authors who are known 
Communists or fellow travelers. 


All Have Right 


The President said even those 


with whose views we disagree have 
a right to have their views on rec- 
ord in public places—"or it is not 
America." 


"Don't join the book burners," 


he told the graduating class at 
Dartmouth College in Hanover, 
N. H. "Don't think you are going 
to swerve something by concealing 
evidence that it ever existed, don't 
be afraid to go to the library and 
read every book, so long as that 
document does not offend our own 
ideas of decency . . . 


"How will we defeat commu- 


nism, unless we know what it is, 
and why it has such an appeal 
for men? Why are so many peo- 
ple swearing allegiance to it? 
It 


i.s almost a religion—albeit in one 
of the nether regions. We have got 
to fight it with something better, 
not try to conceal the thinking of 
our own people." 


Winds I'p Tour 


This was the first of two short 


talks the President made Sunday 
in the whirlwind finish to a five- 
day speaking tour which took him 
into five states. 
He also flew 


over serious storm damage in 
Michigan and Massachusetts a*nd 
pledged federal aid and money to- 
ward reconstructions. 


From New Hampshire, the Pres- 


ident flew to Oyster Bay, N. Y., 
about 30 miles east of New York 
City, and dedicated the summer 
home of Theodore Roosevelt as a 
national shrine. He shared the plat- 
form with former President Her- 


bert Hoover and New York's Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey. 


Eisenhower said there is a ten- 


dency to overdramatize the for- 
mer Rough Rider, and he added: 


"The fact is he was a wise lead- 


er. He was not a swashbuckler, 
he was not a bull in a china shop. 


"He was a man who understood 


his fellow human beings. ..." 


About 8,000 persons heard the 


President, in front of Sagamore 
Hill, the Roosevelt summer White 
House, at the opening of week-long 
ceremonies.

2. Allied and Red liaison officers 


met in secret for 19 minutes. A 
spokesman said only that they met 
to discuss administrative details 
pertaining to the truce negotiations. 
However, they could have arranged 
for the next meeting of the main 
truce negotiation d e l e g a t i o n s , 
which have been in recess a week. 
The mam delegates must approve 
the details written by staff officers. 


3. Troops and supply 
trucks 


poured into this base camp as the 
Allies rushed preparations for the 
huge prisoner exchange to follow 
an armistice. 


•J. Lt. Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor, 


U. N. field commander, warned his 
Eighth army by radio that the im- 
pending armistice would not end 
the war in itself and told the sol- 
diers to stay ready to fight if nee 
essary. He said the "possibility of 
an armistice ha.i mcieased to the 
point that we must consider what 
a signing would mean . . ."

CHICAGO (/P)—Wheat fu- 


tures prices fell the 30-cont a 
bushel limit in heavy selling 
on the board of trade today. 


Liquidation was fairly laige at 


the start and became heavier as 
the session progressed. July wheat 
dipped to $1.88'i. the lowest price 
since Feb. M. 1950. Regulations of 
the board do not permit wheat 
prices to fall more than 10 cents 
in one session. 


The expanding harvest in the 


Southwestern winter wheat belt, 
and the lack of storage space for 
the new crop, were the main bull- 
ish influences. Also causing some 
soiling was a trad* belief that n 
irure is near In Korea.

High Court Yanks Teeth 
From Racial Covenants 


WASHINGTON—Ml— The supreme court decided today that a house 


owner may not be sued for violating a racial covenant. 


The decision was an extension of a 1948 ruling by the high court 


that restrictive real estate covenants of that kind are legal on a volun- 
tary basis but cannot be enforced in the courts. 


Today's finding applied specific- 


ally to a Los Angeles property for- 
merly owned by Leola Jackson. 
Three neighbors sought damages 
from her on the ground she vio- 
lated a 1911 agreement when she 
sold her house in 1950. 


Justice 
Minton 
delivered 
the 


court's decision. Justices Reed and 
Jackson took no part. 


Chief Justice Vinson dissented, 


making the court's vote 6-1. Be- 
sides Minton, the majority was 
composed of J u s t i c e s Black, 
Frankfurter, Douglas, Furton and 
:iark. 


The case involved an agieement 
hat properties in the neighborhood 
were never lo be occupied by any 
person not wholly of the While 
•ace. The signers also agreed that 
he restriclion would be included in 
all papers and transfers of proper- 
ies. 
Miss Jackson did not include a 


restrictive racial clause in the 
deed when she sold the house. 
Seven months after the sale, Ne- 
groes moved into the house. The 
three neighbors in seeking dam- 
ages in state court said property 
values suffered a severe drop after 
the Negroes moved in. 


Minton said it "sufficiently ap- 


pears" in the record of the Jack- 
son case that "mulcting in dam- 
ages of Lcola Jackson would be 
solely for the purpose of giving 
vitality to the restrictive covenant, 
that is to say to punish her for 
not 
continuing 
to discriminate 


against non-caucasians in the use 
of her property." Minton added: 


"This court will not permit or 


require California to coerce re- 
spondent (Leola Jackson) to pay 
damages for failure to observe a 
restrictive covenant."

automobile. 


The abduction of the 53-year-old 


Republican legislator took place 
on a street near his home in full 
view of his wife and four 'other 
persons. 


Authorities said Graver, GOP 


ward committeeman and 15th Dis- 
trict representative, recently had 
been voting contrary to the hood- 
lum-tainted West Side bloc in th« 
legislature. 
Earlier, they said, his 


voting paralleled that of the bloc. 


The Chicago Sun-Times said top 


underworld leaders are pushing 
their hunt for Graver, fearful they 
will be blamed for his disappear 
ance. 
The newspaper said some 


former Capone hoodlums inter 
rupted vacations to return to Chi' 
cago and give the order, "find 
Graver." 


Meanwhile, a Roman Catholic 


priest offered to act as a contact 
with Graver's kidnapers. 


"Graver has been my friend for 


six years," said the Rev. Wallace 
A. Mahoney, pastor of

Heart church in the missing man's 
district. 
"He has been of great 


service to the community and all 
the churches in hid neighborhood."

SEOUL UP)—Thirty thou- 


sand Communists ripped into 
Allied lines today, breaking 
through as deep as two miles 
in the mightiest Red offensive 
in two years.

Two South Korean divisions on 


the Easl-Central Front buckled un- 
der an assault by two fresh Chi- 
nese divisions—about 20,000 sol- 
diers. 


A few miles to the west, another 


10.000 Reds pierced Allied lines in 
several places before they were 
halted in bloody trench fighting by 
infantrymen of the U. S. 3rd and 
South Korean Olh Divisions. 


Bomb Enemy

U. S. airmen flying shuttle mis- 


sions dumped more than 2.225.000 
pounds of bombs f>n the flaming 
•10-mile front. 
Smoke of battle 


could be seen for 60 miles. 


It was the greatest Red drive 


since the 1951 spring offensive, and 
apparently intended to gain thi 
Communists as much ground as 
possible before the impending ar; 
mi slice. 


Fighting raged throughout the 


day and last reports described it 
as "fluid"—meaning in full blast 
and undecided. 


"We are still trying to find put 


what is hurting us and how badly." 
an American military advisor to 
the South Koreans reported. 
' Associated Press Correspondent 
Milo Farneti, at the front, said 
in the atfernoon it appeared thel 
South Koreans and ' Chinese • still 
were locked in see-saw combat on 
vital ground. 


Engulf Two Point* 
, 


The Communists engulfed' Capi- 


tol Hill and Outpost Texas, south of 
Kumsong, and had the South Ko- 
rean 5th and 8th Divisions reeling 
south toward the Pukhan River. 


Fragmentary 
dispatches . froni 


the front painted a bloody picture 
of reckless Chinese pouring over a 
3,000-foot peak which dominates the 
area held by the two ROK divi- 
sions. 


Some Allied officers considered 


the offensive a Communist move 
to 
punish the 
South Koreans, 


whose government has threatened 
to drive to the Manchurian border 
if a truce is signed. There was a 
possibility, too, that the Reds want- 
ed one final victory before an ar- 
mistice for prestige purposes. '_ 


South Korean troops launched •* 


counterattack at the eastern end of 
the main Communist push and 
forced the Reds off an 
outpost 


known as Anchor Hill. Fierce fight- 
ing raged on nearby heights. The 
ROKs also smashed a Chinese as- 
sault on Christmas Hill, farther 
east. 


Losses Staggering

There were no casualty report! 


from the major fighling. But judg- 
ing from information available on 
lighter Chinese attacks, Red losse* 
were staggering. 


The fighting far 
overshadowed 


anything in the last two years ex- 
cept the ferocious 1952 battles for 
the-Kumhwa Ridges. 


Fronl-line officers said the Com- 


munist gains were so great that 
he line of demarcation 
between 


.he opposing armies, supposedly 
being worked out by truce negoti- 
ators at Panmunjom, may have to 
be revised.

Never were the stakes as high

In 
the background of the ensuing 
three years of pursuit, arrest, trial 
nnd appeal was the atom bomb, 
never heaid and never seen ex- 
cept through the imagery of its 
nwesome, mushroom fury at Hiro- 
shima, Nagasaki, Bikini and Yuc- 
ca Flat. 


Fuchs, now U, confessed his 


part in the spy plot. He had been 
a Soviel agent since l!)3fl. He was 
a Soviet agent when he helped 
American scientists 'produce the 
first A-bomb, a Soviet agent privy 
to the greatest military secret of 
fill time. He now is serving I I 
years in pnson, the maximum un- 
der British law. 


From Fuchs, the trial of con- 


spiracy led the American FBI to 
Harry Gold, a mousy, little Swiss- 
born chemist in Philadelphia. A 
parlor pink, dabbling in small-time 
espionage for years, he had hit 
the jack-pot in 1915, when he was 
able to deliver to Russia 
the 


dreadfully potent secret of atomic 
destruction. 


Now ill 1'risou 


Gold was arrested May 23, 1950, 


pleaded guilty and now is serving 
30 years. He cooperated with the 
government and through him FBI 
men were able lo proceed along 
the trail of the conspiracy. 


Three weeks later came ihe nr- 


rest of David Greenglass, a short, 
wavy-haired $75 a week machinist. 
He was picked up in New York. 


Greenglass. born 31 years ago 


in New York's lower east side of 
a russian father, found himself in 
a tight spot. His life was at stake 
if he was convicted of passing 
atomic secrets to Russia. And his 
wife, Ruth, the mother of his two 
children, was mixed up with him

U. S. Spends 
$101 Billion 
On Korea War 


WASHINGTON W>— Tin United 


States ha* spent about $101,740,- 
000,000 in the past thre* yean on 
rearmament and the Korean war. 
the Defense department estimated 
today. 


During that time, congress has 


granted the military about $155,- 
579,000,000 in new obligational au- 
thority—the right to contract fo 
material and service. 


With the help of the 1101,740 


000,000 expenditure, the Defens 
department has formed a force o 
about Z\'t million men, started re 
equipping and expanding the num 
ber of weapons for the air force 
army and navy and fought th 
Korean war. This expenditure doe 
not include money used by th 
Atomic Energy commission fo 
atomic bombs. 


In a similar three-year period 


of World War II (the fiscal year 
1942-44, 
inclusive) 
expenditures 


were $162,767,000,000. In that time 
the strength of the armed forces 
increased to about 11 millions. The 
war was being fought on fronts in 
Europe and the Pacific. 


One thing demonstrated here is 


that the price of war. like costs 
for everything else, rose shaiply 
over a decade. Everything, from 
the cost of a bomber to the salary 
of a soldier, is higher. 


To supply the munitions and 


other materials and services going 
into the over-all national defense 
program, which includes Hems in 
addition to those procured only foi 
the army, navy and air force, 
about 15 per cent of the gross na 
tional product is required now. For 
the armed forces, the figure is 
estimated by the Defense depart- 
ment at 12 per cent. 


At the peak of World War II. the 


military "take" of the national 
product was about 45 per cent.

ham, Montgomery county health 
officer, warned that the "people 
must cooperate" in the drive to 
stamp out breeding grounds for 
disease-carrying insects, particu- 
larly flies. 


Fourty-four 
children and two 


adults have been stricken with 
polio, the heaviest toll recorded 
here at this time of year. Twenty- 
eight of the victims have suffered 
partial or total paralysis, but there 
has been only one death so far. 


Dr. Morris Schaeffer, director of 


the virus laboratory of the U. S. 
Public Health Service here, said 
Montgomery with a population of 
108,000 is the hardest hit commu- 
nity in the nation on a per capita 
basis. The toll here ia greater than 
the rest of Alabama put together.

Students of the Soviet Union marvel at the dexterity 


the Russians exhibit in rewriting history—not once but again 
and again—to suit their purposes of the moment. 


This is a much more exhaustive process than many of 


us realize. If. for instance. Kremlin strategy requires an 
•especially strong anti-American propaganda bent, you may 
find stripped from the history books all mention of Joseph 
•Stalin praising the opening of a second front in World War 
II. 'You will read instead that on that memorable occasion 
the late premier said something totally different. 
• - Yet that isn't necessarily the end. The time might come 
when the Russians decide "friendship" with America is1 again 
a profitable course. Then Stalin's kind words might be resur- 
rected, if any copies still exist.

Unhappily, the rewriting of history is not confined to 


the Soviet orbit. Men in western nations practice it, too. The 
•difference is that in the West these distortions are never con- 
•sciously prepared as official government policy. They are 
dwelt upon by individuals, groups, elements in political 
parties.

Rewritten history can indeed affect government policy 


•in the West, however, either by creeping into official think- 
Trig or by reflecting itself in strong opposition to government 
programs. 


A sample distortion in America, which may have been 


partly due to mere forgetfulness. was the oft-repeated state- 
ment in the last year or two that we entered the Korean war 
torunify Korea. A five-rninute look into any newspaper file 
is enough research to demonstrate the inaccuracy of that 
declaration. 


The events surrounding the Communist conquest of 


China lend themselves ideally to this kind of rewriting, since 
so many of the vital facts of the matter are still undeter- 
mined, or lost in a fog of charges, claims, propaganda and de- 
•liberate falsehood. 


A great deal of damage can be done by producing this 


"jriisshapen history. The harm to government policy is ob- 
vious, it is fantastic to think that any major government 
should forge programs partly founded upon—or modified by 
—contrived misinformation.

It is hardly less weird to think of a great democratic 


•citizenry being sadly confused by the effort to distinguish 
between real history and the distorted versions steadily 
J&jsted upon it.

He Declares He Finds It Necessary Sometimes to Agree 
With Communists—When a "Truth" Is To Be Considered 


I regard Clement Atllee, the Socialist who was prime minister of 


Great Britain, as a friend of Communism not only because he threw 
a Communist'salute of the clenched fist to a British unit in the Span- 
ish Communist army, but because his legislative program and, politi- 
cal aims during his reign both pointed toward total Marxism. 


However, I find it necessary sometimes to agree even with Com- 


munists. This is not embarrassing because there are times when the 
truth happens to serve their purposes. 
In such 


cases, it would be foolish of an honest man to let 
them chase him off a truth for fear of having to 
share it temporarily with persons who are re- 
pulsive to him. 


I found an example of this in my agreement 


with the Muscovite Communists in Paris that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's friend and sub rosa political 
agent. Irving Brown, of the Dave Oubinsky political 
appartus in Europe,, has no right to meddle in 
French domestic politics, even to harass and frus- 
trate the Kremlin's agents in France. This illegal 
interference by this synthetic hero of hypothetical 
>v.-«thr.>oh 


barricades is inconvenient to the Soviet purpose in France. I am not 
in sympathy with the Kremlin's convenience, but I have to oppose 
this meddling by a ludicrous gum-shoe agent of the While House and 
the Garment Workers' Union because Brown, himself, is a Communist. 
The program which he is promoting would be just as Red as the 
Kremlin's version. 
There are many other secondary reasons for such 


opposition to this impudence now being waged under Ike's patronage, 
but that one is the most important.

Attlee recently said something which all honest Americans should 


endorse, when he said the Constitution of the United States was 
"framed for an isolationist status." He was absolutely right, although 
"isolationism" as a political term, had not been heard of when the 
Constitution was being wrought and adopted. By "isolationist status." 
Attle* clearly meant aloofness, moral independence and military suf- 
ficiency.

SPRINGFIELD. 111. l.fl — Begin- 


ning July 1, a 60 day "cooling off" 
period will be required before di- 
vorce suits can be filed. 


A bill passed by the Legislature 


making this provision was signed 
into law Saturday by Gov. Strat- 
ton. 


The new law provides that a 


person seeking divorce, separate 
maintenance or annulment must 
file a notice of intention 60 days 
in advance of bringing suit. 


During the waiting period, a 


judge could call in the parties and 
try to patch up their differences. 
Attendance would be voluntary. 


The plan is the work of Circuit 


Judge Julius H. Miner of Chicago, 
who said it offered an avenue of 
saving "our families and children 
from wreckage." 


"It will convert our divorce 


courts from funeral parlors into 
modern scientific clinics with the 
aid of physiologists, psychiatrists, 
sociologists and the clergy," Miner 
said after the bill was signed.

Green- 
glass said his half was given to 
him for just that reason by the 
Rosenbergs.

Communists Bide Time to 
Take Over South Korea 
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By JAMKS MAKIX>W 


WASHINGTON W> — It's not a 


happy thought but, despite all this 
country has spent in lives and 
money to save South Korea from 
the Communists, they may in the 
end take it over. 


Not necessarily by attack from 


without. They tried that and failed. 
But by a coup from within. That 
wouldn't be soon. But the Commu- 
nists take the long view. A few 
years more or less don't matter. 
They can wait. 


To them an obstacle is like a 


stone in a river. If they can't dis- 
lodge it by a hard push, they flow 
around i>t and eat away at it. 


When they tried their hard push 


on South Korea no doubt they 
thought they could overwhelm it 
by the sudden fierceness of their 
attack before the United States or 
the United Nations could act to 
stop them. 


Why Should They? 


Since they made a mistake, and 


paid heavily for it in lives, mate- 
rial and effort, they may not try 
the same tactics again once a 
truce is reached. Why should they, 
if they can get what they want 
without firing a shot? 


One obvious way would be infil- 


tration not only among South Ko- 
rean citizens but in the govern- 
ment itself until suddenly the Com- 
munist clique felt strong enough to 
seize power, as happened in Czech- 
oslovakia. 


That couldn't happen in Korea 


ao long as U. S. troops stay there. 
But they won't be there forever. 
They'll say while the truce lasts. 
They'll leave if the U. S. and China 
reach agreement on withdrawing 
their forces from North and South 
Korea. 


And it couldn't happen so long 


as stubborn old Syngman Rhee is 
president and continues to run the 
country with his usual iron hand. 
But he won't live forever. 


Can't Predict 


Tht mood of Rhee's successors 


and of the South Korean people 
themselves may not always re- 
main so fiercely anti-Communist 
aa now. Under severe conditions— 
like a bad depression—no one 
could predict what the South Ko- 
reans or anyone else might do. 


If a peace settlement leaves 


Korea divided into a Southern Re- 
public and a Northern Communist 
puppet regime, South Korea, once 
American troops were withdrawn, 
would be under unique and tre- 
mendous Communist pressure. 


It would be surrounded on all 


aides—except where it borders the 


enough. A simple military alliance 
Between the U.S. and South Korea 
.von't be enough because u promise 
.0 help the small Republic in case 
of attack is no barrier, by itself, 
against Communist infiltration. 


No Guarantee 


For'that reason this country may 


have to forge other links with the 
South Koreans, such as prolonged 
aid. Even that is no guarantee 
that the South Koreans will aUvays 
produce the kind of government 
this -country wants. 


The U.S. has poured billions into 


Italy, to rehabilitate it and keep 
it away from the Communists, but 
in the recent elections there the 
pro-American Premier Alclde de 
Gasperi barely squeaked through 
to victory. 


The Italian 
people so divided 


their votes, ranging all the way 
from the Communists and Social- 
ists to the Monarchists, that the 
net result was to weaken De Gas- 
peri.
